On receipt of the shipment of nursery stock, examine it 
carefully, and if there is any apparent damage, get a signed 
statement of the full condition from the transportation 
agent or postmaster and send it to us at once.

Asparagus. 114 feet in row, 3 to 3% feet between rows. 

Currants and Gooseberries. 2% feet in row; 3% to 4 feet 
between rows. 

Blackberries and Raspberries. 3 feet in row; 6 feet be- 
tween rows. 

Boysenberry, Dewberry and Grapes. 5 to 6 feet in row; 
6 feet between rows. 

Rhubarb. 2 feet in row; 2% to 3 feet between rows. 

Strawberries. 15 inches in row; 2% to 3 feet between 
rows. 


Plants or Trees Per Acre 

Rule. Divide 43.560 (the number of square feet in an acre) 
by the number of square feet for each plant. The result is 
the number required for an acre. Example: Trees planted 
20 feet apart each way equals 400 square feet, 43,560 divi- 
ded by 400 equals number of trees per acre. 

If trees are planted on the Triangular system, 15 per 
cent more than for the Square system will be required.
